CARE FOR CRIPPLED SOLDIERS 


It is intended by the gov ernm ent th a t th ere shall be no crippled sol­ 


diers selling pencils and shoe strings on th e street corners a fte r this war, 


and small necessity for “ hom es” w here crippled men m ay be cared for. 


The gov ernm ent has m ad e plans to re-educate ev ery disabled soldier 


and saiior, to secure em ploym ent for him , and to w atch ov er his w elfare 


thereafter, that he may be independent and self-respecting. 
The actual 


steps which the gov ernm ent will take are fiv e: 


1— Election by th e disabled men of a course of training. 


2— Prelim inary training to fit him for a definite occupation. 


I 
3— A probationary period of em ploym ent in th a t occupation. 


4— Placem ent in suitable position,

5— Follow -up work to safeguard hia Interests. 


The gov ernm ent w ill sup p ort the man while training, will pay his tui­ 


tion, trav eling ex penses and any other ex penses incident to his training, and 


w ill giv e his fam ily the sam e support w hich it has giv en d uring his m ilitary

serv ice. 


The disabled man may elect the line of w ork he w ants to take up. 
He 


m ay be re-trained for th e w ork he did before the war, or turn t d som ething 


entirely different. H e may ta k e furth e r training in his old occupation. 


And in additto nto his sup p ort and th e support of his fam ily he will be 


giv en all the m edical care he needs, and will he supplied with any artificial 


contriv ances necessary because of the loss of limbs or faculties. 


The m achinery through which th is w ork of reh ab ilitation will be 


handled, consists of a Federal Board 
of Vocational

branches in the principal cities of th e country .

It’s estimated that one-third to one- 
half <*f all sugar used in homes is 
used in tea and coffee*. Think it over 
—how Is it in your home? Isn’t there 
a chance for saving? ”
